The death of a Chinese woman, 
60-years of, Age, was the subject 
of a Coroner" s anguny whieh was 
held by Mr. T. S," Whyte Smith at 
“he Kowloon Magistracy yester- 
day afternoon, with the assistance 
of a jury. The woman's body was 
found on the: Kowloon City Road 
on-the alght of September 27, tha 
cause of death being unknown. 

Prior to the taking of‘ evidence, 

the Coroner shortly reviewed the 
circumstances of “the woman's 
death, and pointed out that it was 
not known whether the woman 
wags killed by a vehicle or whether 
she ‘met her death by falling into 
the street. 
. Dr J. E, Dovey, medical officer 
in charge of the’ "Kowloon Mor- 
tuury, gave evidence of the post 
mortem examination and sald that 
there were no external scratches 
but thore was bruising on the back 
and a fracture of ‘the first and 
second lumbar vertebrae, as well! 
as ‘a. fissured fracture of both 
right and‘left illue bones -at. the 
juncture of the vertebral column. 
Fight of the lift ribs were frac: 
tured. 

Continuing, witness ‘said’ that 
there was bruising of the left 
luny, Inceration of the spleen ‘and 
bruising of the right kidney!.Tho 
liver was, not torn, ' ‘, 

The cause of death was certi- 
fled as multiple injuries, shock 
and internal haemorrhage.

Run Over by Vehicle. 


Would the injuries be eanaia 
ent with the theory of the de- 
ceased having been struck iby 4 
4 vehicle Having been run over 
by w vehicle but not struck. 

What's your reason ‘for that? 
For thinking that, it'is more con- 
sistent with the theory. of having 
been run over than’ of ‘having 
falldn? 

Witness gave as the reason the 
fact that the nature of the In- 
juries sugyested that’ the , vehicle 

had passed ‘over the buttocks, 
bruising the kidney at the same 
time: and passing over ‘the back, 
taking. away ‘two sections of the 
vertebral colunin. The weight of 
what he thought was the wheel 
then passed duwn_ the’ vertebral 
columnitowards. the forward: part, 
and crushed the bones of the 
pelvis at .the juncture of tho 
,columa. It then passed over ta 
the left, rfissing, the liver al- 
together, but completely unnihilal- 
ing the spleen, 

The weight, continued witness, 

was then taken off the vertebral 
column, passing to.the left side of 
the’ chest and fracturing the 
tibs at thelr . weakest points, 
finally catching ‘the teft elbow and 
crushing the bone. 
" To, say that body had 
from ‘a height, was in witness’ 
opinion, absurd. “Witness pointe’ 
out that there were no bruises on 
the ,head,:this also being against 
the theory of a fall. from a height. 
It was -also stated that the -ab- 
sence. of scratches suggested that 
the woman was not knocked down 
but had” fallen in front of a 
yehicle-and then been run over.
